Jail system guilty 

Report condemns 'inefficient' prisons

The government says it 
will accept all 51 recom¬ 
mendations from an audit 
that says Nova Scotia’s 
jails are hurt by “cumber¬ 
some, inefficient process¬ 
es.” 

These problems caused 
many breakdowns — such 
as Nova Scotia accidentally 
releasing twice as many 
prisoners as the national 
average, according to the 
Deloitte audit released 
Thursday. 

“We are changing the 
way we do business,” said 
Justice Minister Cecil 
Clarke. 

“This report is a dividing 
line between the way 
things were done in the 


past and the way they will 
be done in the future.” 

Clarke put former police 
officer David Horner in 
charge of making sure all 
the recommendations are 
completed. 

But at least one major 
part of the audit won’t be 
pursued. 

The report said having 
sheriffs and police split¬ 
ting the duty of escorting 
prisoners around would be 
more efficient and cheap¬ 
er. 

Instead, jail guards will 
fill in for police, which 


raises issues of safety and 
training. Clarke said get¬ 
ting police involved on a 
regular basis wasn’t possi¬ 
ble. 

“We can’t put undue 
pressure on the policing 
community and have other 
problems arise,” he said. 

The report was highly 
critical of some parts of 
the system. 

In regards to processing 
prisoners, the prison re¬ 
port concluded “volume, 
confusion and absence of 
accountability have creat¬ 
ed a culture of non-compli¬ 


ance.” 

NDP justice critic Bill Es- 
tabroolcs called it a “damn¬ 
ing indictment of a system 
that’s been badly misman¬ 
aged for a long time.” 

About 10 recommenda¬ 
tions have already been 
completed since the report 
began in April and another 
34 are underway, accord¬ 
ing to the minister. 

But he didn’t put a time¬ 
line on when any changes 
would be completed. 

Some would need to be 
worked into next year’s 
budget. 

That’s too slow for the 
jail guards’ union. 

“Our staffing concerns 
are immediate,” said union 
president Jim Gosse. 

“Until they’re addressed, 
there’s going to be break¬ 
downs in the system.” 


Maple Leaf 
agrees to

listeria When lawyers be¬ 
gan filing class action law¬ 
suits against Maple Leaf 
Foods in August claiming 
thousands of people had 
suffered from eating liste¬ 
ria-tainted cold cuts, com¬ 
pany president Michael 
McCain fired back. 

In internal e-mail mem¬ 
os to staff, McCain 
dismissed class action 
lawyers a “scourge” and 
painted some of the self- 
professed victims as 
opportunists making the 
“faintest, thinnest of 
claims of so called 
emotional stress or illness 
(tummy 

stuff).” 

That 
tone 
changed 
yesterday 
when 
Maple Leaf 
settled the 
class action 
with 

victims of 
the listeria 
outbreak, 
com¬ 
mitting to 
pay out be¬ 
tween $25 million and $27 
million in compensation. 

Under the agreement, 
victims of listeria-induced 
stomach aches stand to re¬ 
ceive potentially thous¬ 
ands of dollars from the 
company. 

“Our goal throughout 
this legal process has been 
to negotiate a fair and ear¬ 
ly settlement so that we 
can obtain court approvals 
and promptly compensate 
families who were affect¬ 
ed,” McCain said in a state¬ 
ment. “This was a tragic 
experience and I want to 
acknowledge the co-opera¬ 
tion of all the parties 
involved to ensure that 
people affected receive 
timely restitution.”

by placing the jaw in an op¬ 


timal position. 

Halifax businessmen 
Wayne Banfield and 
George Thomas have sued 
for damages and a profit 
analysis in what they say 
was a failed joint venture 
of a partnership. The pair 
allege Malckar and Sproule 
wrongly cut off dealings 
with them by setting up a 
separate company. 

Malckar and Sproule say 
in their claim, however, 
that while they did have 
discussions with Banfield 
and Thomas to manufac¬ 
ture a prototype, involve¬ 


ment was “on an informal 
basis with no commitment 
as to their participation in 
any future development.” 

Malckar and Sproule also 
argue the prototype 
mouthguard “did not ade¬ 
quately serve the Pure 
Power initiative and result¬ 
ed in the breaking and 
cracking of a few mouth¬ 
guards while being worn.”

N.S. has 2 nd 
worst rate of 
‘accidental 
releases’

corrections Nova Scotia’s 
accidentally released twice 
as many offenders as the 
national average over the 
last three years, but at 
least we’re not as bad as 
New Brunswick. 

The findings come from 
a Deloitte report on Nova 
Scotia’s corrections system 
that started in April after 
an inmate escaped from 
custody during a medical 
trip. 

Over the past year, the 
system has repeatedly 
been in the news for acci¬ 
dentally releasing prison¬ 
ers before they were sup¬ 
posed to be let go. 

This has happened to 10 
offenders over the past 
three years. There was an 
average of 377 people in 
prison over that time, 
meaning there were 2.65 
accidental releases for 
every 100 prisoners. 

That’s more than twice 
the national average of 
1.14 calculated by Del¬ 
oitte. The firm compared 
Nova Scotia to B.C., Alber¬ 
ta, Ontario, New Bruns¬ 
wick and Newfoundland. 

Nova Scotia had the sec¬ 
ond-worst rate of those 
provinces, behind only 
New Brunswick, who far 
and away lead the pack 
with more than 4.5 mis¬ 
taken releases per 100 
prisoners.

N.S. Grade 3 math 
numbers improve 

Assessment scores up by 5 per cent

Nova Scotia’s math scores 
are really adding up. 

Grade 3 math scores are 
up five per cent over last 
year’s, according to Edu¬ 
cation Department statis¬ 
tics released yesterday. 
Seventy-two per cent of 
English students, and 79 
per cent of students in the 
Acadian school board, 
made the grade in the 
province’s 2008 early ele¬ 
mentary mathematics as¬ 
sessment. 

Education Minister 
Karen Casey said yesterday 
that’s because the depart¬ 
ment put money into 
math. “Those dollars are 
starting to pay off.” 

There’s a real focus on 
“hands-on” math as well as

“pencil to paper,” Casey 
said. 

Students will play out 
patterns with a deck of 
cards before picking the 
pencil up to work the pat¬ 
terns from memory. 

She said it’s important 
students play with con¬ 
crete as well as mental 
problems. 

Casey said teachers now 
have access to other teach¬ 
ers who are math experts, 
available to mentor one- 
on-one, or demonstrate 
strategies. 

The province also man¬ 


dated that students in 
grades three to nine must 
spend at least one hour a 
day doing math. 

It’s not fair, Casey said, if 
“one Johnny has 30 min¬ 
utes of math a day and 
across town a luckier John¬ 
ny gets 50.” 

When Casey came to 
cabinet in 2006, the 
“Grade 12 math scores 
were dismal,” she said. 
“Students just didn’t have 
a good foundation.” 

She said Grade 3 is a 
good time to evaluate stu¬ 
dents’ math skills because 
they’ve been in school 
long enough to learn, but 
young enough that the ed¬ 
ucation system can still fix 
its mistakes before they 
graduate. 

The kids will be re-as- 
sessed in Grade 6, Casey 
said.

Help for war refugees 


Haligonian Jacob Deng 
knows the power of a goat: 
He once sold five of them 
to pay for boarding school 
when he was a child. 

Deng is one of the for¬ 
mer Lost Boys of Sudan, 
more than 27,000 boys or¬ 
phaned or displaced dur¬ 
ing a civil war in the coun¬ 
try. He is now studying 
commerce at Saint Mary’s 
University and raising 
money to buy goats for re¬ 
turning Sudanese refugees. 

“It’s the beginning of 
hope,” he said. “A lot of 
people come back from 
refugee camps with noth¬ 
ing in their hands, espe¬ 
cially young people like 
me with families.” 

A goat with a kid means 
milk and nutrition for the 
family. Then they can sell 
the offspring to buy medi¬ 
cine, schooling or use 
them for meat. 

His fourth annual goat 
campaign just got started 
since Deng had to focus on 
his university exams earli¬ 
er this month. 

“We are now up to 300 
goats since we started (four 
years ago),” he said. 

He’s also raising money 
to buy schools and his 
cause got two enormous — 
and spontaneous — dona¬ 
tions last month. 

Deng spoke at a profes¬ 
sional fundraisers’ lunch¬ 
eon last month. There was

Workplace 
accident list 
available to 
the public

employers Data released 
by the Workers Compen¬ 
sation Board of Nova Sco¬ 
tia has listed employers 
and companies with the 
highest rates of workplace 
accidents. 

Board spokeswoman 
Mary Kingston said 
making the data public 
should encourage employ¬ 
ers to improve workplace 
safety. 

The data show that 
workplace injury levels 
stayed fairly consistent un¬ 
til 2008, when a new sur¬ 
charge program was intro¬ 
duced. 

The pro¬ 
gram works 
like car insur¬ 
ance. Employ¬ 
ers pay a fee 
to the board, 
and if their 
level of work¬ 
place injury 
is 200 per 
cent higher 
than other 
firms in the 
same indus¬ 
try over a cer¬ 
tain number of years, they 
must pay a surcharge. The 
amount goes up every year 
the company is on the sur¬ 
charge list. 

About half the 
companies that had to pay 
surcharges in 2008 have 
dropped off the list for 
2009, meaning they’ve 
had fewer injury claims. 

Most of the companies 
with the highest number 
of claims are located out¬ 
side the Halifax area. 

Kingston said that the 
number of injuries can 
look deceiving on paper if 
the number of employees 
a company has is not tak¬ 
en into account. 

Clearwater Seafoods’ 
fish processing division 
will pay a surcharge in 
2009; its employees made 
634 claims in the last five 
years. Air Canada employ¬ 
ees, in the same period, 
made 417 injury claims, 
and the airline will also 
pay a surcharge. 

Doug Hadley, spokes¬ 
man for the Halifax 
Regional School Board, 
says the school board em¬ 
ploys around 3,500 people. 
The data show that 153 in¬ 
jury claims were made by 
employees in 2007. 

“Predominately, the in¬ 
juries are to backs from 
lifting things and should¬ 
ers. We had some slip and 
falls,” he says. 

The school board was 
not among those paying 
the surcharge.

CSIS listening in 

Spy agency monitors calls between suspects and lawyers

Canada’s spy service has 
been listening to 
telephone conversations 
between terrorism 
suspects and their lawyers 
for the past 18 months as 
part of a strict monitoring 
program developed by the 
government. 

The revelation yesterday 
enraged defence lawyers 
who argue that intercepting 
these calls breaches the fun¬ 
damental right of solicitor- 
client privilege. 

“I feel as though my 
house was broken into,” 
said Toronto lawyer Barb 
Jackman. “It’s incredibly in¬ 
vasive.” 

The issue arose in the 
case of Egyptian refugee 
Mohamed Zelci Mahjoub, 
who is accused of conspir¬ 
ing with al-Qaida and has 
fought the government’s at¬ 
tempts to deport him for 
the past eight years. 

Mahjoub’s case is one of 
five under the controversial 
immigration law known as 


“national security certifi¬ 
cates.” 

In April 2007, Mahjoub 
was released on stringent 
bail conditions after seven 
years in custody. Mahjoub’s 
lawyers recently became 
concerned that their calls 
were also being monitored 
and pressed for answers. 

On Wednesday, a senior 
agent with the Canadian Se¬ 
curity Intelligence Service 
testified in a secret Ottawa 
hearing that the agency was 
monitoring calls on behalf 
of the Canadian Border 
Services Agency. 

Justice Carolyn Layden- 
Stevenson released a two- 
page public summaiy of the 
testimony this morning in a 
Toronto courtroom. It noted 
that calls to lawyers are 


monitored, “to the extent of 
being satisfied that the 
communication does not in¬ 
volve a potential breach of 
the terms of release or a 
threat to national security.” 

“It is a privilege of the 
highest order and protected 
at the highest levels,” said 
Jackman’s co-counsel, Tor¬ 
onto lawyer Marlys Ed¬ 
wardh, regarding commu¬ 
nication between lawyers 
and their clients. “It is a 
principle of fundamental 
justice itself.” 

Edwardh said she cannot 
continue with the case un¬ 
til lawyers’ calls are no 
longer monitored and 
planned to ask Justice Lay- 
den-Stevenson for an order 
on Friday.

S uburbia has been, 
for three genera¬ 
tions at least, the so¬ 
cial equivalent of 
pork rinds or super¬ 
market tabloids — some¬ 
thing no one has a good 
word for, though it contin¬ 
ues to exist, even thrive, in 


spite of blanket condemna¬ 
tion by those who “know 
better.” 

Moviegoers are getting a 
chance to revisit this spa¬ 
cious, tree-lined hell this 
Christmas with the release 
of Revolutionary Road, the 
Oscar favourite that re¬ 
unites Kate Winslet and 
Leonardo DiCaprio, and al¬ 
lows director Sam Mendes 
to take another swing at 
the same target he savaged 
almost a decade ago with 
American Beauty. 

Based on Richard Yates’ 
1961 novel, it’s the stoiy of 
the Wheelers, Frank and 


April, who have somehow 
managed to take up resi¬ 
dence in that epicentre of 
middle-class despair — the 
post-war, northeastern 

commuter suburb — while 
presuming themselves 
much better than the 
“hopeless emptiness” they 
see everywhere. Or not — 
there wouldn’t be much of 
a story if they didn’t real¬ 
ize, with a shock, that 
they’ve become trapped in 
that most awful of mid-cen¬ 
tury nightmares (in mid¬ 
century novels, at least): 
Material comfort and rou¬ 
tine. 


Yates’ book was one of 
the first to define the con¬ 
ventional wisdom on sub¬ 
urbs, a viewpoint voiced al¬ 
most entirely by people 
who don’t live there, and 
echoed vociferously by the 
young people who claim to 
have “escaped” them — an 
image that requires us to 
equate freeways with 
barbed-wire fences, and 
malls with guard towers. 

In the conventional wis¬ 
dom, the greatest threat 
posed by suburbs is that 
they have the temerity to 
grow, or “sprawl,” in urban 
studies jargon, which sums 


up the paradox of the sub¬ 
urban problem: That peo¬ 
ple actually want to live in 
these terrible places, no 
matter how many novels, 
movies, magazine articles 
or learned studies con¬ 
demn them. 

It requires that we look 
at suburbs as places that 
never change, or that their 
essence is frozen in the 
mid-century form de¬ 
scribed by Yates and others 
— an eternal Levittown, 
where the saplings never 
turn into trees, and no one 
ever puts a skate ramp in 
the pool or builds a grow- 


op in the rec room. 

In his zeal to reprise his 
suburb-bashing, Mendes 
was probably blind to how 
his tragedy would actually 
play. Most people will prob¬ 
ably watch Revolutionaiy 
Road and envy Frank and 
April’s cute home with its 
very collectible period fur¬ 
nishings and the woods 
across the road and wonder 
if they could move in to¬ 
morrow, hopeless empti¬ 
ness be damned.

Auto parts’ profit drops 
$iB, lowest in 10 years 


Profits at Canadian auto 
parts makers are expected 
to drop by 38 per cent to 
about $1 billion in 2008, 
the lowest level in nearly a 
decade, the Conference 
Board of Canada said yes¬ 
terday. 

The board’s outlook is 
based on an 18 per cent 
drop in production by au¬ 
tomakers as demand for 
cars and trucks falls. 

“Canadian auto parts 
manufacturers continue to 
see their production con¬ 


tracts slashed because of 
weaker demand for new 
vehicles in the United 
States,” said Sabrina 
Browarslci, an economist at 
the Conference Board, in a 
note. 

“However, massive cost¬ 
cutting of more than C$4 
billion will enable the auto 
parts industry as a whole 
to stay in the black this 
year.” The board said fur¬ 
ther declines in profit lev¬ 
els are expected in 2009. 

The industry shed 12,800 


jobs in 2007, and the board 
expects another 10,800 
jobs to be cut in 2008 and 
2009 combined. reuters 


The good news 

• An anticipated recovery in 
U.S. demand beginning in 
2010 would allow for an 
eventual rebound in auto 
parts production, the board 
said.

It’s an unusual sight, Will 
Smith looking uncomfort¬ 
able in his own skin, 
armed with sunken eyes 
and a haunted posture. 

These are the hallmarks 
of the traumatized charac¬ 
ter he plays in the new dra¬ 
ma Seven Pounds — and as 
committed as the box of¬ 
fice star is to giving us a 
180-degree turn from his 
usual charming go-getters, 
the movie around him is 
something of an overly 
manipulative, good-for-you 
slog. 

Smith stars as Ben 
Thomas, a man in full-on 
suffering from the emo¬ 
tional after-effects of a 
traumatic incident, the de¬ 
tails of which the movie 


keeps hidden till the end, 
but aren’t hard to ascer¬ 
tain. 

Spurred to seek redemp¬ 
tion, he takes it upon him¬ 
self to intrude upon and 
help the lives of seven 
carefully chosen people, 
including a hospitalized 
boy, a blind call centre 
worker (Woody Harrelson), 
and a beautiful cardiac pa¬ 
tient (Rosario Dawson). 


Dawson’s character, an 
artisan typesetter with a 
bum heart and financial 
problems, naturally be¬ 
comes the unsuspecting 
catalyst to Ben’s accepting 
love in his austerely deter¬ 
mined life. 

Rather than lay all their 
cards on the table as to 
what Ben is up to, screen¬ 
writer Grant Nieporte and 
director Gabriele Muccino 


traffic in ersatz suspense, 
keeping the nature of 
Ben’s sacrificial charity 
mission secret so that the 
love story carries maxi¬ 
mum tearjerlc power when 
it reaches its twist ending. 

It’s an audience game 
that diverts our energies 
away from the human 
emotions, though. 

And unfortunately, the 
big reveal is no surprise, 
and even comes off as 
faintly ludicrous and 
bizarre, something for an 
episode of Ripley’s Believe 
It or Not rather than a 
touching drama of two 
souls — each with a differ¬ 
ent version of a broken 
heart — finding each oth¬ 
er. 

It’s all especially dispirit¬ 
ing considering how well 
Smith and director Mucci¬ 
no worked on their previ¬ 
ous collaboration, the 
emotionally tense and gen¬ 
uinely uplifting The Pur¬ 
suit of Happyness. Smith 
and Dawson are fine ac¬ 
tors, but they’re trapped in 
a movie in which they’re 
more pawns than people.

review Jim Carrey has a fa¬ 
tal flaw — his fans aren’t 
sure what to expect from 
him anymore. After years 
of exploring slapstick in 
laughers like Ace Ventura, 
Carrey has meandered in¬ 
to melodramatic muck 
like The Majestic and The 
Number 23 in an effort to 
be taken seriously. 

With Yes Man, it seems 
Carrey may be heeding his 
film’s own counsel and 
just enjoying the ride 
come what may. 

It’s definitely an ap¬ 
proach that works for him 
— if not entirely for the 
movie. 

Based on a true memoir, 
Carrey plays a pessimistic 
bank loan officer who 
avoids friends to spend 
evenings alone and basi¬ 


cally wallow in his misery. 

After being convinced 
by a self-help guru to 
“make a covenant” and 
say yes to everything, he 
suddenly finds a world of 
opportunity — for better 
or worse. 

For Carrey the charac¬ 
ter, that means taking up 
an online mail-order 
bride, attending a Harry 
Potter-themed party, plow¬ 
ing back Red Bulls all 
night and falling for a free- 
spirited musician (Zooey 
Deschanel). 

For Carrey the actor, it 
means getting to re-ex- 


plore both his famed phys¬ 
ical stuntwork — like slip¬ 
ping on a drink (which ac¬ 
tually earned him three 
broken ribs) and the more 
subtle side that charmed 
audiences in films like The 
Truman Show. 

Sometimes it works, 
sometimes not, but the 
truth is, this comedy has a 
lot of heart in spite of its 
formulaic conclusion. 

The film is undeniably 
the most honest effort 
we’ve seen from Carrey in 
a while. Perhaps this Yes 
Man has a few tricks up 
his sleeve yet.

The Tale Of Despereaux is 
a classically told fairy tale 
that relishes the conven¬ 
tions and limitations of 
its genre. 

The story feels almost 
old fashioned in the 
earnestness of its style 
and message, but in 
a weird way that’s 
what elevates it 
over the ever-grow¬ 
ing pile of CGI chil¬ 
dren’s films clog¬ 
ging theatres. This is 
hardly the most origi¬ 
nal movie of its kind, but it 
is oddly refreshing to see a 
movie like this told with¬ 
out a shred of irony. 

Matthew Broderick lends 
his instantly recognizable 
voice to the titular charac¬ 


ter of Despereaux, a mouse 
with massive ears and an 
inflated sense of courage 
who dreams of adventure 
and heroism. 

While the rest of the 
mice who live hidden in a 
medieval castle lead an in¬ 
sular life in fear of hu¬ 
mans, Despereaux ven¬ 
tures out of his community 
to save a dying kingdom. 
Like I said, pretty standard 
stuff, but the screenplay by 
Gaiy Ross is so tightly con¬ 
structed and filled with 
gentle humor that the in¬ 
tended audience won’t no¬ 
tice.

Ross has made a career 
out of writing gentle fan¬ 
tasies like Big, Seabiscuit, 
and Pleasantville that 
make traditional story¬ 
telling, plots, and messages 
feel alive and new. His 
script is brought to life ad¬ 
mirably by the directing 
team of Sam Fell and 
Robert Stevenhagen, who 
use their many years of ex¬ 
perience in animation to 
create a technical marvel 
that doesn’t quite match 
the triumphs of Pixar, but 
comes damn close. 

As is expected, the voice 
cast is filled with recogniz¬ 
able actors, but rather than 
simply casting stars the 
film uses talented actors 
like Dustin Hoffman, Em¬ 
ma Watson, and William 
H. Macy to play characters 
who are actually suited to 
their talents. 

Make no mistake, this is 
a very simple movie offer¬ 
ing simple pleasures. 

But in a time when most 
children’s entertainment is 
struggling to seem cynical, 
edgy, and hip, The Tale Of 
Despereaux offers an unex¬ 
pected breath of fresh air.

Smith has none but it’s 
not for lack of trying. 

He’s best known for 
playing cops and agents 
but in his first big screen 
role, Six Degrees of Separa¬ 
tion, he played a gay con 
man who claims to be the 
son of Sidney Poitier. The 
movie earned an Oscar 
nod for co-star Stoclcard 
Channing but nothing for 
Will’s risky performance. 

He says the movie 
taught him to be totally 
committed to his roles, 
adding that he now regrets 
taking Denzel Washing¬ 
ton’s advice not to kiss a 
man on-screen. 


“It was very immature 
on my part,” he says. “I 
was thinking, ‘What are 
my friends in Philly going 
to think about this?'

Pundits called their first 
collaboration Pursuit of an 
Oscar Nomination and you 
can almost sense him 
groping for the award in 
Seven Pounds, but I fear he 
doesn’t stand a chance this 
year against Sean Penn, 
Mickey Rourlce and Frank 
Langella. 

He may just have to set¬ 
tle for world domination 
and leave the awards for 
the poor folks.

A falling out with celebrity

If anyone knows a thing or 
two about celebrity culture 
it’s Fall Out Boy. The Chica- 
go-turned-L.A. pop punk 
band doesn’t just live near 
Hollywood, they live the 
whole Paparazzi eluding, 
party hopping experience. 


So it’s no surprise that 
their new album, Folie a 
Deux, is all about celebrity 
excess. 

“This record is strongly in¬ 
fluenced by Hollywood,” 
says lead singer Patrick 
Stump. “It’s about watching 
western culture deal with 
fame and how we’ve delud¬ 
ed eveiything to the point of 
just product.” 


Rallying against the na¬ 
ture of celebrity, is some¬ 
what ironic coming from a 
band who counts Pete 
Wentz, a gossip rag 
favourite, as a member. The 
bassist has had a complicat¬ 
ed relationship with fame. 
From his genitals being plas¬ 
tered all over the Internet to 
a widely publicized mar¬ 
riage with Ashley Simpson, 
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Folie a Deux is the new album from Fall Out Boy. 


he’s no stranger — and in 
turn the rest of the band — 
to the Hollywood machine. 

Stump’s well aware that 
some might think it’s odd 
for the group to take such a 
staunch stand against pop 
culture, but he doesn’t think 
it’s strange. “It’s really easy 
to not be inside it even if you 
are inside of it,” he explains. 
“There are two different peo¬ 
ple who end up in tabloids, 
people who are there by ac¬ 
cident and people who are 
desperate to maintain their 
popularity. We’ve all been 
part of the former.” 

As for Wentz, Stump 
makes no apologies for his 
bassist’s celebrity status. But 
he vehemently points out 
that he’s no fame whore. 
“It’s veiy frustrating,” he 
says. “He does wonderful 
things because of it. We’ve 
all been able to contribute 
to organizations we strongly 
believe in, we committed a 
lot of money to Proposition 
8, and we almost made it to 


Antarctica to bring Green 
Peace there. We got to do 
them because we’re utiliz¬ 
ing celebrity. That’s the way 
Pete sees it, we can get 
something out fame.” 

The album’s themes don’t 
just manifest themselves in 
the lyrics, the music — a 
blend of high energy ’80s 
rock and their familiar punk 


riffs — is also a response to 
America’s obsession with 
celebrity. Stump explains 
that the ’80s are back and 
“in the worst possible way.” 

“We’ve fallen into Wall 
Street excess. Cocaine is 
back in fashion and eveiy- 
one is full of crap,” he says. 
“That’s what I wanted the al¬ 
bum to sound like.”

Youth watching less TV: Study 


Young Americans just 
aren’t watching TV like 
they used to. 

Put another way, the old¬ 
er you get, the more you 
watch, according to a re¬ 
port out Thursday from 
Deloitte indicating that 
“millennials,” the genera¬ 
tion of ages 14-25, watch 
just 10.5 hours of TV a 
week. That compares with 

15.1 hours for those in 
Generation X (ages 26-42), 

19.2 hours for baby 
boomers (43-61) and 21.5 
hours for matures (62-75). 

Lest one assume millen¬ 
nials are shunning broad¬ 
cast and cable in favour of

Halibut Steaks with 
Tomato and Bell 
Pepper Salsa 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 halibut steaks, about 5 
ounces each 

4 tbsp (60 mL) extra-virgin 
olive oil 

Fresh juice of 1 small orange 
1 garlic clove, crushed 

1 orange, cut into wedges, to 
garnish 

Tomato and Bell Pepper Salsa 

2 medium plum tomatoes, 
seeded and diced 

1/2 red bell pepper, seeded

1/2 red onion, finely chopped 
Fresh juice of 1 small orange 
1/4 cup (50 mL) chopped fresh 
basil 

1 tbsp (15 mL) balsamic vine¬

METHOD: 

1. Place halibut steaks in shal¬ 
low glass bowl. Mix together
